the lart act in that policy which ha* been in op- 
eration since the year 1838, and indeed from the 
commencement of the Government. [Cheer*.] 
There were two project* from the beginning. 
The first wa* to secure to the slaveholding 
State* the power of controlling tho Government 
at all time*; and have they not done it 1 [Cries 
of " Yes," " ye*."] Have you had but one Pres- 
ident in effect, chosen by the people, that was 
from the free State* ? The next plan of the 
policy was to extend the power of the slave- 
holding States, and for that purpose they bought 
Louisiana, and for that purpose they made war 
upon Mexico.
